The Rahbar (Moradabad), of the 8th September, complains that in Eng- 
1 land and America the railway companies are possess- 
ed of no more power than other joint stock trading 
companies, but that in this country such companies exer- 
eise great authority over the people. The Government 
of India shows undue indulgence to them. If the profits of guaranteed railways fall 
below the fixed rates, the deficiency is made good from the Imperial treasury 
About 500 milltons of rupees have already been paid to such companies in this way 
and there is no knowing when these subsidies will cease This system of enriching 
the English capitalists at the expense of the Indian tax-payer is a matter of grief to 
natives and of shame to Government. The railway companies are allowed to » roy 
buildings, gardens and wells, to appropriate lands for their own purposes on payment 
of inadequate compensation to the proprietors. The. groundon which the railwa 
station at Delhi has been built was occupied by nice houses, which were mti 
the owners receiving nominal compensation. In Central India, lands belonging to 
some Rajas were taken without paying any compensation. A loud clamour was 
raised in connection with this matter two years ago. It is not known whether 
the Rajas were conciliated by the payment of compensation or silenced by threats. 
Since the introduction of railways thousands of men and cattle have been run over 
and killed by trains, at many places the lines belonging to Government or companies 
not being provided with proper fencing. When any man is killed in that way, he 
is relieved of the property he has with him and his body is buried undergroun 
without ceremony by the railway officials, unless his friends immediately appear on 
the scene and claim his body. If any cattle are killed, the owners, far from being 
paid damages, are harassed and even criminally prosecuted for allowing the cattle 
to go astray. This state of things reflects great discredit on railway autho 
rities, but their conduct is still worse on occasions of railway collisions, When 
any collision occurs, the passengers killed and mortally wounded are secretly 
buried and their property taken by the railway officials. If a hundred men have 
been killed, Government is told that only two deaths have occurred. In other 
countries, on such occasions, strenuous efforts are made to find out the friends of the 
killed, to whom the bodies and the property of the latter are made over, aud 
some money is sometimes paid to the widows and orphans of the killed; but such 
things are never done by the Indian railway authorities. Even if such collisions
